DIM YOUR L IG H T S 
At midnight tonight the official Army orders 
on the dimout of Santa Ana and Orange coupty 
will go into effect. From that time on. throughout 
the duration of the war. the dimout regulations 
will b e in effect and must b e ob eyed. A stiff fine 
or a jail sentence may b e given to offenders. 
One little thought of source of light is lrom 
the skylights of the city's downtown b usiness 
b uildings 
Even though the window lights and 
lights within the store may fully comply with the 
regulations, it is vital that skylights do not send 
up their tell-tale glow. 
Once again it is repeated that it is not neces­ 
sary to drive with parking lights, ex cept in those 
areas which are specially marked. At the present 
time those areas in the county which require 
driving with parking lights are only along the 
b each districts and the county coast line.

HOUSER STANDS FOR ECONOMY 
For his stand for “sane government” as op­ 
posed to Olsonism and radicalism and for his 
political courage in standing firmly as opposed 
to union practices of “hot cargo” and secondary 
b oycott, Fred Houser, candidate for lieutenant 
governor, m erits the support of the people at the 
coming election.

sound government can 
endure. Fred Houser of Alhamb ra has indicated 
b y his record that he is this type of man. 


R O O S E V E L T ’S R E P U T A T I O N A N D I N F L A T I O N 


The price that people will have to pay for 
things, or their ab ility to get things, will largely 
determine Roosevelt’s reputation for later gener­ 
ations. Wc all would like to b elieve tha t Roose­ 
velt knows w hat he is doing; that he has some 
magical way of making it possib le for workers to 
have a decent, living without working too hard 
for it. 
The seriousness of what inflation will do to 
the country was analyzed b y Major L. L. B. Angas 
in one of his recent b ulletins. M ajor Angas, ac­ 
cording to the Saturday Evening Post a year 
or so ago, was regarded as the highest priced 
investment counsellor in the United States. 
H ere is a prediction made b y M ajor Angas 
that I wish I could b elieve. I quote from Major 
Angas: 
“And, personally, I feel sure that Mr. Roose­ 
velt would resign rather than see his economic 
anti-inflation program b reak down. Incidentally, 
his wnole personal reputation with history de­ 
pends upon it” 
. 
Of course, I do not b elieve Mr. Roosevelt will 
resign if he cannot stop inflation. He will not 
resign b ecause he does not know w hat is taking 
place, lie does not know how wealth is pro­ 
duced and distrib uted, judging from his acts. He 
has said “our industrial plani is b uilt.” He has 
tried to make things scarce rather than try to 
make them ab undant. He b elieves in himself as 
b eing almost super-natural. He b elieves in no 
eternal, immutab le, impersonal laws tha t govern 
human relations, ex cepting his own changeab le 
will. 
It looks to me as if Major Angas, who has 
b een telling people not to b uy common stocks, 
is whistling to keep up courage as to the faith 
in his non-inflation predictions on common stocks. 
If he is depending upon Roosevelt stopping infla­ 
tion, he can b et his last dollar that Roosevelt 
will not stop inflation. 
To stop inflation, he would have to tell the 
workers the truth: that all tax es come out of 
production: that all tax es should b e b ased on 
the man who gets the b enefit of the production— 
namely, the consumer. But this is not popular. 
The people do not understand this and Roosevelt 
is a politician, not a statesman. He is not a man 
who will do anything that will cause him to lose 
votes.

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CREDIT WITHDRAWN 


(Chicago Trib une) 


A good many charge accounts at the stores 
have b een suspended. The reason is that the stores 
have b een ob liged to deny further credit to cus­ 
tomers until they have arranged to pay the b al­ 
ance that was past due when the federal reserve 
b oard's regulation “W ” affecting retail charge ac­ 
counts went into effect. By its terms, accounts 
have to b e paid b y the 30th day' after the second 
month following the purchase. Those who have not 
yet settled for what they wore in the Easter pa­ 
rade won't b e ab le to adopt as their own what 
the mannequins wore on the stage of W-G-N studio 
last Friday and Saturday. That is, they*won’t b e 
ab le to until the m atter of the old b alance has 
b een taken care of or they have found the means 
to lay it on the line. 
The numb er of customers who have b een de­ 
clared ineligib le for further credit is not trivial, 
as was shown b y a survey conducted b y the Chicago 
Federal Reserve b ank. Stores here and in Detroit 
with a total of 548.055 open accounts found it 
necessary to shut off 88.822 b y the 10th of last 
month. That s ab out one in six . In a representa­ 
tive group of New York stores, the federal reserve 
b ank there has found that one-fourth of all charge 
accounts were frozen on July 10. In women's ap­ 
parel and accessory stores the shut-off hit one- 
third of the accounts: in department' and jewelry 
stores, one-fourth, and in men's clothing and fur­ 
nishing stores, one-fifth. This should settle all 
arguments as to which is the weaker sex when 
confronted with tempting ob jects of ex penditure. 
A reduction in the numb er of those whose 
credit is good has no doub t b een one of the 
influences which account for the fact that retail 
b usiness is not as b risk as it was last year at 
this time. But the m atter of credit is not the 
onlyr ex planation. This year’s b usiness appears 
to b e poor b ecause the comparison is with a 
period in 
1941 when b uyers were in a panic to 
get goods. The prospect of going b are legged 
sent droves of women 
to stores after it was 
announced last summ er that no more silk w'oulri 
come into the country for a while and what silk 
was here would b e reserved for defense uses. 
Ab out the same time, the OPM was placing one 
material after another under priority and an­ 
nouncement w as made tha t tim e purchases made 
afte r Lab or day would b e sub ject to the federal 
reserve’s installm ent regulations.

The use of words that now have different 
meanings from their original meanings does un­ 
told 
harm. 
Deceptive, face-saving words, like 
“progressive” and “lib eral” mean one thing to 
one person and. another to another person. 
The words “progressive” and “lib eral”, as used 
b y New Dealers, socialists and collective b argain- 
ists mean progress in taking away the inherent 
rights of the few.

He b elieves in 
equal lib erty b efore the law for others, as well 
as himself. 
We are giving lip service to the most impor­ 
tant words in our language—progress and lib eral. 
To continue to do so will only' confuse our people 
and lead tc tyranny, oppression and much un­ 
necessary poverty and misery. Bew'are of the man 
who will not define his words b y reducing them 
to m athem atical ax ioms. 
When men will not 
define their terms they either do not know what 
they are talking ab out or they are trying to 
deceive in order to get unmerited power of some 
kind. 


W hat shall it profit this nation 
if we crusade for the four free­ 
doms throughout the world and 
yet lose 
them a t hom e? 
This 
question has arisen in the minds 
of m any loyal Americans during 
the past few weeks since the Su­ 
prem e Court of the United States 
announced a momentous decision 
an June 8, By a five to four vote 
the Supreme Court upheld the 
right of any m unicipality or state 
to stop the sale of, or any person- 
to-person distrib ution of, religious 
literature b y requiring a license 
for doing so. 
The laws of three towns in Ala­ 
b ama. Arkansas, and A r i z o n a 
which impose 
license fees 
and 
special tax es on those who sell 
religious 
b o o k s a n d pam phlets 
were declared constitutional 
b y 
this decision. Thus the American 
Bill of Rights, guaranteeing to 
all citizens freedom of worship, is 
endangered anew. 
The issue b efore the Supreme 
Court can b e simply stated 
in 
these 
words: 
Do m unicipalities 
have the constitutional right to 
require the paym ent of a license 
fee b efore a religious group may 
distrib ute or sell its literature 
within their municipal b oundar­ 
ies? Five memb ers of the court 
decided tha t m unicipalities have 
such a right, while four m em b eis 
took 
the opposite 
position. 
Of 
vital significance is the m inority 
report which declared: 
“W hatever the am ount involved, 
the tax es are in reality tax es upon 
the dissemination of r e l i g i o u s 
ideas, a dissemination carried on 
b y the distrib ution of religious 
literature 
for religious 
reasons 
alone, and not for personal profit. 
As such they place a b urden on 
freedom of speech, freedom of the 
press, and the ex ercise of religion 
even if the question of the am ount 
is laid aside.” 
In F ort Smith, A rkansas, a fee 
of ?25 a m onth was imposed upon 
Jehovah’s W itnesses as a prere­ 
quisite for distrib uting their liter­ 
ature. By this law, which is now 
declared constitutional, 
religious 
lib erty 
has b een 
menaced, for 
‘Hhe right to tax is the right to 
destroy,” declares George A. Coe. 
“This is a max im which the court 
itself recognizes/’ This attem pt 


to license and tax men and wo­ 
men who distrib ute and offer for 
sale religious literature 
shakes 
the foundation of all religious lib ­ 
erty in America. 
The editor of the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch writes 
t h i s pertinent 
opinion on the decision of the Su­ 
preme Court: “All religious or­ 
ganizations are ob liged to resort 
to one method or another to raise 
funds. To require one of them tc 
take out a peddler’s license ,for 
its particular method of raising 
funds strikes us as a dangerous 
intrusion on freedom of worship. 
If a religious organization is sub ­ 
ject to city or state or national 
authority when it goes ab out the 
b usiness of supporting itself, this 
authority 
conceivab ly 
could b e 
pushed to the point of suppressing 
sects disliked b y lawmakers. If a 
small sect can b e denied its con­ 
stitutional rights, the way is open 
to deny them to other sects.’’ 
Concerning the seriousness of 
this decision, Dr. 
C h a r l e s C. 
Morrison, editor of The Christian 
Century, is of the same opinion 
for he writes: “The point is that 
this is a net that may b e used to 
catch anyb ody. No antipathy to­ 
ward Jehovah’s W itnesses .............. 
should b e perm itted to conceal 
this b asic fact. They are the first 
victims, b ut any other locally un­ 
popular group m ay b e the nex t.” 
Entirely Too Discretionary 
Speaking further concerning the 
discriminatory nature of the laws 
upon which the Supreme Court 
decision was rendered, Dr. Mor­ 
rison makes this significant point: 
“It is discretioHar^, and was clear­ 
ly designed to b e so. It is com­ 
parab le 
to the 
lim itation upon 
civil lib erty tha t would b e set up 
if the county clerk had power to 
withhold or revoke a m arriage 
license 
if he thought the man 
would not make a good husb and 
or did not like the color of the 
woman’s hair.” 
As we ex amine these laws, we 
can find no guarantee or assur­ 
ance tha t the granting of licenses 
will not b e discriminatory. It is 
left w ith the municipal officers 
to decide who shall b e allowed to 
offer religious literature for sale 
and who shall not. 
We can find no more magnif­ 


icent trib ute to the principles of 
religious freedom for which Am er­ 
ica has stood so long than the 
following statem ent from the m in­ 
ority report of the Supreme Court 
concerning this decision. The four 
dissenting justices declare: “Lib ­ 
erty of conscience is too full of 
meaning for the individuals in 
this nation to pdrinit tax ation to 
prohib it or sub stantially impair 
the spread of religious ideas, even 
though they were 
controversial 
and run counter to the estab lished 
notions of a community. If this 
court err in evaluating claims that 
freedom of speech, freedom 
of 
the press, and freedom of religion 
have 
b een 
invaded, far 
b etter 
that it err in b eing over-protective 
of these precious rights.” 
On the sam e day of June which 
b rought this momentous decision 
from the halls of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, 
a 
special message from President 
Roosevelt was read at a m eeting 
fostering international good will. 
In striking language he declared: 
“The spiritual lib erties of m ankind 
are in jeopardy. Their religious 
freedom is at stake. . . . .With 
the united help of all free men and 
of all the great institutions of 
freedom, of which the churches of 
the free stand first, we shall cre­ 
ate a new world in which there is 
freedom of worship and utterance 
. . . . .for all people everywhere 
in the world.” 
May America hold fast to her 
heritage of freedom in this hour 
when human slavery has engulfed 
half the world. May every citizen 
pledge himself to the preserva­ 
tion of God-given lib erties so that 
this “government of the people, 
b y the people, for the people, shall 
not perish from the earth.” 
B ut as we reaffirm our faith 
in freedom, let us b e vigilant lest 
lib erty b e crushed b y laws made 
b y those who would seek to reg­ 
ulate and restrict 
the religious 
rights of our people. 
The far-reaching effects of this 
court decision have not yet b een 
measured. “A license to sell re­ 
ligious literature ...............is an in­ 
strum ent which can b e used to 
ex term inate,” w arns The Christian 
Advocate, “and, for the sake of 
democracy’s future, we would do 
well to rem em b er tha t.”

NOT PROPERLY APPRECIATED 
(Lib erty, a Magazine of Religious Freedom) 


Freedom of worship and freedom of conscience 
in religious matters, b eing a constitutional guar­ 
anty, is not generally appreciated in America. It 
is like the air we b reathe and the w ater we drink 
so freely. We do not properly value these b less­ 
ings until we are deprived of them. So it is with 
our lib erties in the domain of religion. The mo­ 
ment these are taken from us, a great wave of 
indignation arises. It is only when these inalien­ 
ab le rights are removed from us that we b egin to 
place the proper value on these God-given b less­ 
ings. 
O ur danger lies in our indifference to these 
constitutional guaranties. We feel tha t as long 
as they are safeguarded in the Constitution, we 
need pay no attention to their preservation. This 
is a fatal mistake. The democracies of Europe, 
which were estab lished after the first World War, 
had guaranties of civil and religious lib erty w rit­ 
ten into their constitutions which were even b et­ 
ter worded than were the guaranties to American 
citizens in the Federal Constitution. But w hat has 
b ecome of those guaranties of lib erty, yea, of the 
constitutions and democracies themselves? They 
are no more. But, says one, What happened 
in 
Europe after the 
W orld W ar wfTÎ never happen 
in the United States. Unless certain tendencies 
now operating in this country are checked, our 
constitutional lib erties will not only b e under­ 
mined and overridden b y adverse legislation, b ut 
completely repudiated and destroyed. 
We need to take serious alarm a t the first 
ex periments upon 
our lib erties. It is too late to 
lock the door after the horse is stolen. We m ust 
b e wide awake and alert in safeguarding our 
lib erties, or they are doomed. The tendency is 
away from the Constitution. We are in danger of 
b eing governed b y men instead of the C onstitu­ 
tion. No one can afford to sell out his b irthright 
for Government doles and political patronage.

Russian situation does not look 
too b ad. It is dangerous, discour­ 
aging yet far from disasterous, 
so far. 
Events are shaping up toward 
a w inter b attle line in the south, 
running roughly along the top 
of the Caucasus mountains, across 
the vital oil regions. This would 
mean tha t the Reds m ay keep 
the richest and b est of the oil 
producing area, south of those 
mountains, out of Nazi hands for 
another winter. 
If they can hold the Baku area, 
where more than 50 percent of 
all Russian oil has b een produced, 
they will not consider this a very 
unsuccessful 
c a m pa i gn , when 
measured against their advance 
hopes. 
H itler has seized the Maikop 
fields, and no doub t soon will get 
Grozny, on the northern side of 
the m ountain range. The Reds 
have announced tha t the Maikop 
wells have b een “destroyed” which 
only m eans tha t it will prob ab ly 
take H itler six months to restore 
the production system and get 
oil from them . 
No doub t the Reds will simi­ 
larly “destroy” the Grozny pro­ 
ducing 
a r e a 
now 
a t 
H itler’s 
reaching finger-tips. 
If they can hold the ex cellent 
natural b arrier of the protecting 
Baku m ountains, it may not do 
them much good, as far as sup­ 
plying their own oil needs, b ut 
they will at least keep this vital 
prize from the Nazis. Their home 
supply has b een estim ated suf­ 
ficient 
to carry them 
through 
the w inter. 
The Black Sea will b e lost to 
them b ut they have some ship­ 
ping in the Caspian, which will 
enab le them to communicate with 
the main front.
